I deem it a privilege to request couns.el from you in a 
matter which should be brought out in the light before 
the public. 

It is in reference to the House Congressional Record 
dated 14 Miy 1964, page IO6O8, the section dealing with 
the hiring of Professor Normm Iledlich, a member of a 
known Communist front organization, The Emergency Civil 
Liberties Committee, as a member of the Wiarren Commission, 


The Record states that Professor Redlich was hired as a 
consultant to the Warren Commission at a substantial 
Si-ilary, and issued a ‘Top Secret' clearance necessary to 
membership in the Commission, 


It seems subtely ridiculous to me, the layman, in that 
hiring a suspected subversive to a high Commission job, 
at Government expense is defeating the unbiased nature of 
the Comndssicm*s findings, 

I do not belive the American people woiiLd sanction the 
hiring of a mrin arsociated vdth the enemy of freedom to 
a commission in part dedicated to the investigation of 
suspected links with Rresident Kennedy's assasination and 
the Communist movement within the cotmtry and abroad, 

I respectfully request the status of the inquiry, and if 
the results fire public property, information as to what 
group or person accepted this man as pa^t of the Commis- 
sion, and who authorized Ms security clearance.
